The Admiralty would on no account agree to this arrange- 
ment, and Cook was therefore given the command.

Tue ‘Curry Sark’ was a clipper ship of 963 gross tonnage, 
212.5 feet long by 36 feet broad, and was built in 1869 by Scott 
and Linton, of Dumbarton, for Captain John Willis. Was in the 
China Trade until 1877, being commanded respectively by Captains 
Moodie, F. W. Moore, Tiptaft, Wallace, Bruce, F. Moore and 
Woodget. Then in the Australian Wool Trade under Captain 
Woodget until 1895, when she was sold to the Portuguese, who

renamed her Ferreira.’”’ 


In 1922 Captain Dowman bought the “ Curry Sark,” re- 
fitted and rigged her according to the original plans. She is now 


afloat as a training ship in Falmouth Harbour. 


The “Cutty Sark” was the fastest vessel in the 
Australian Trade, and a great rival of the “Thermopylae” ; 
a ship she was expressly built to beat.
